half-clad people and help to make them 
self-supporting until the next harvest, 

The suffering of these people is be 
yond description. Little children have 
seen their fathers and mothers killed, 
In one province in Syria 80,000 persons 
are known to have died from starva- 
tion. Armenian children have starved 
until they have lost their vocal powers, 

In Syrian villages starved peonle 
race with dogs to garbagé cans to se 
cure food. !n other villages dogs and 
cats have been eaten. In Beirut, Syria, 
200 to 300 deaths a day from starva- 
tion and typhus are recorded. In Uruw 
mia, Persia, word has come that 2000 


{ Christian refugees are absolutely des- 


titute. At Sojbulak, fifty niiles away, 
10,000 are dying of starvation. 

At Mosul 10,000 destitute refugee 
women and children are in a pitiful 
condition, according to official dis- 
patches from Teheran to the State 
Department at Washington and given 
publicity through Will’'am Phillips, 
Acting Secretary of State.

Rolicf workers re 
port that focd and funds are needed im- 
peratively, that thousands are dying 
daily in all parts of Asia Minor. 

President Wilson has issued a proc 
Jamation calling upon the people of 
America to subscribe to the Armentan- 
Syrian relief fund. The Red Cross has 
officialiy approved the campaign.

INSANE CASES TAKE 
BG JUMP IS REPORT 


1 in 300 Is Effected Reports State 
Hospital Head to Governor 


Sacraniento.—While the population 
has increased 6.22 per cent during 
the last two years, the number of 
insane has increased 1.03 per cent, 
said the biennial report of F. W. 
Hatch, General Superintendent of 
State Hospitals, which has just been 
submitted to Governor Stephens. One 
of every 300 persons in the State is 
insane, the report said. 

Four hundred and thirty-seven in- 
ebriates have been admitted to State 
hospitals on voluntary application, as 
against 1516 tor the preceding bien- 
nial period, the report showed. 

The average cost of maintaining a 
person a year in State hospitals of 
California increased 18.5 per cent in 
1918 over 1916, the report showed. 
The average costs per capita for the 
last four years were given as follows: 
$196.87 in 1915, $188.68 in 1916, $202.- 
37 in 1917 and $223.63 in 1918. 

The 6818 acres of land included in 
the State hospital farms yielded prod- 
ucts valued at $339,643 in 1917, ac- 
cording to Hatch. 

The deportation “of 287 inmates of 
California State hospitals to their 
homes in other States during the last 
two years saved the State of Cali- 
fornia $390,000, said the report of 
Charles F. Waymire, deportation 
agent for the State Commission in 
Lunacy. 

The report showed that seven State 
hospitals had 10,313 inmates, June 30, 
1918; that 5209 persons—3307 men 
and 1902 women—were regularly com- 
mitted during the two-year period, 
and that 1303 inebriates, 1033 men 
and 270 women, were committed dur- 
ing that period. 

The State Lunacy Commission re- 
Ported its office force had not been 
increased since it was organized in 
1897, although the population of the 
State hospitals has more than doubled 
during that time. 


GHARGES CRUELTY TO 
SICK STUDENT SALOR 


Oakland.—Reiterating his belief 
that his son, John, came to his death 
through the neglect of the officers of 
the Mercantile Marine Training Ship 
Iris, John T. Kempf of 5125 Coronado 
avenue said he started the investiga- 
tion in order that other youths may 
not meet with a like fate hereafter. 

“They can do nothing for my boy,” 
said Kempf, “but a thorough investi. 
gation by Government officials may 
make impossible the carélessness and 
neglect which, I believe, led directly to 
the death of my son.” 

Young Kempf, aged 21, was a stu- 
dent sailor and was put in the ship's 
brig December 15 for a minor infrac- 
tion of rules, staying there three or 
four days, despite his continuous com- 
plaints that he was ill. The youth's 
condition was serious when the ves- 
sel docked December 21, and he was 
taken to the Marine Hospital, where 
he died of influenza five days after 
arrival. 

The boy told of his treatment to 
the father before his death. . 

“I do not wish to criticise the Mer- 
chant Marine until the matter is over 
with. I have great faith in it, and I 
believe that the Government officials 
will see that justice is given.”

Sacramento.—Since 1915 the ty- 
phoid death rate in California has 
been reduced 50 per cent and a loss 
to the State in vital capital of $1,- 
400,000 has been avoided, said the re- 
port of the sanitary engineering 
bureau, included in the biennial re- 
port of the California State Board of 
Health. The report said: 

“The net result of all the effort at 
typhoid control has been to reduce 
the typhoid death rate per hundred 
thousand in California from 13.6 in 
1914, the year before the bureau was 
created, to 9.7 in 1915; 7.1 in 1916 
7.4 In 1917, and indications are that 
a rate of 6.8 will be accomplished in 
1918. 

“California is now near the lowest 
of the states in typhoid death rate 
and yet there is still a vital loss to 
the common wealth by this disease, 
costing over $1,050,000 a year, which 
can be reduced only by measures for 
improved water supplies, sewage and 
sewage disposal, cleaner streams, 
cleaner milk, vaccination and the gen- 
eral correction of filth conditions.” 

One million two hundred thousand 
persons, more than half the urban 
population of the State, are supplied 
with water from sources equipped 
with disinfection works, the bureau 
reported, forty-five cities and towns 
having installed such works on recom- 
mendation of the State bureau. Now 
700 water supplies and sewage sys- 
tems and 300 swimming pools are 
under regulation of the bureau. 

“The bureau insists on far-sighted 
planning,” said C. C. Gillespie, di- 
rector. “One finds ‘septic tanks,’ rep- 
resenting hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, in wide use in California. 
Yet at the time they were built expe- 
rienced sanitary engineers knew the 
septic tank by itself was only the 
preliminary stage in sewage treat- 
ment. Notwithstanding this there is 
scarcely a septic tank of hundreds in 
California that is designed to fit into 
a logical enlargement of the plan.” 

The bureau reported progress in 
summer resort sanitation, regulation 
of oyster beds to prevent the-taking 
of oysters from polluted waters and 
inspection of ice. 


TAXPAYER'S WOULD HAVE 
5) 00 WORK OF 450 


Sacramento.—Reorganization of the 
State government will be one of the 
big issues of the present session of 
the Legislature. All manner of plans 
are being proposed in various parts 
of California. One, proposed by the 
Taxpayers’ Association, has attracted 
attention because Governor Stephens 
named HI. W. Clark, director of the 
association, to a post on the Efficiency 
and Economy Committee. The com- 
nittee is now considering the asso- 
ciation’s plan, which may be said to 
have Clark's backing. 

It is proposed to consolidate the 
existing Government (which is said 
to consist of about 120 agencies, in- 
volving about 460 “State officers,” 
positions, active and ex-officio, sala 
ried and non-salaried) into twelve de 
partments. Of these departments five 
would be single-headed and headed by 
boards, the members of which would 
be chiefs of twenty-nine subsidiary 
divisions. In its entirety the asso- 
ciation’s plan calls for only fifty-two 
officials, ranking as “State officers.” 

It is said to be the association’s 
contention that the large savings of 
such a consolidation are to be ex- 
pected from general operating econ- 
omy and increased efficiency rather 
than from the pay roll of State offi- 
cers. 

The association makes the claim 
on Yts plan will not eliminate the 
performance of a single service now 
rendered by the State. The elimina- 
tions will be in the matters of du- 
Plication, overlapping, conflicts, ete. 
The plan is built upon the principle 
of an individual State. 

The transfers are made in accord- 
ance with a classification of func- 
tions. The reorganization proposed 
can be effected without constitutional 
amendment. 


$20,000,000 10 BE 
SPENT ON CAL. ROADS 


Washington.—Road building on an 
intensive scale is expected by Govern- 
ment officials this year. 

Estimates by the Bureau of Public 
Roads and Rural Engineering indi- 
cate a minimum expenditure on high- 
ways of $300,000,000. Deferred con- 
struction and the improvement of ex- 
isting roads so that greater use may 
be made of the parcel post system are 
expected to swell the total expend- 
itures in the post-war period to $1,- 
000,000,000: 

Definite estimates of amounts to be 
spent this year include the following: 

Iowa, $15,574,000; Texas, $20,000,- 
000; Nebraska, $1,657,089; North Da

Several thousand boxes 
were shipped during the 1919 season, 
with good results. Kawanoto calls the 
process “my recipe,” but so far he 
has not disclosed the formula. Fruit 
growers here believe that the persim- 
mon is rapidly gaining a place as a 
standard orchard food product. Ship- 
ments made from here during the 
season just closed brought as high as 
$5.25 per box.

Others have 
slept on benches at the Union depot, 
while many have been fed by charity. 

There is deep resentment expressed 
by the soldiers who are being turned 
adrift at the failure of the Govern- 
ment to return them to their places of 
enlistment. 

All of them declare that if they 
were back home, whence the Govern- 
ment took them for the war emer- 
gency, they could obtain their former 


employment. Because they lack 
money for railroad fare, they are 
stranded, many of them hundreds of 
miles from friends. At Vancouver 
Barracks soldiers are being dis- 
charged at the rate of 600 a day. 


WOUNDED L. A. BOY 
LEAPS OFF TRAIN 


Soldier Returning From War Attempts 
Suicide; Suffers Effects of Shrap- 
nel on Head © 


San Francisco.—Suffering from the 
effects of a shrapnel wound in the 
head, Private Elmer J. Sresovtch, a 
Los Angeles boy and member of the 
91st Division, attempted to commit 
suicide Tuesday, January 7, by leap- 
ing from a coach containing forty- 
six wounded officers and men bound 
for the Letterman General Hospital. 
Sresovich was only slightly hurt tn 
his fall and arrived at the hospital 
January 9, with others of his con- 
tingent who were wounded over- 
seas. 

Sresovich was hit by shrapnel in 
the Argonne forest. As the train was 
passing through Kellogg, Ia. Tues 
day, Sresovich went to the rear of 
the coach, smashed a window and 
leaped out, striking a box ear. 

The train was stopped and backed 
up for him, Lieutenant G. W. Colvert, 
in charge of the contingent, expect- 
ing to find him dead. The train was 
held while he was taken to a physt- 
clan’s office, where his new injuries 
were found to be slight. 

Sergeant Andrew Sitkoski, 226 Per 
sia avenue, who was hit by a high 
explosive bullet in Plandera, told of 
the many tricks the Germans played 
on the forces of the allies. He said: 

“At one time the 91st Division op- 
posed a regiment of Prussian Guards 
in Flanders. We drove them off after 
a@ vigorous fight and gained their 
trenches, capturing several officers. 
One of the officers pointed to a basket 
of grenades in a corner and sal@ we 
might as well take them, too. One 
of our men walked over te the 
basket and picked up a grenade 

“There was a string attached to it 
and the Germans had fastened some 
sort of a contrivance that exploded 
all the grenades as the American 
picked one up. Several of the men 
standing near were killed, but the 
fellow who -picked up the grenade 
and thereby caused the explesion 
still ‘lives, although he was hit sev- 
enteen times. :What happened te the 
German officer after the explosion I 
don’t care to say.” 

Private George Farotto of Gilroy, 
who was wounded in both arms in 
the Argonne forest, told other tales of 
German trickery and brutality. He 
said: 

“In Belgium the Germans, when 
evacuating a town, would notify the 
inhabitants that they must gather 
{n the public square an@ remain 
there until the Germans were out of 
the city. The inhabitants had te 
obey, of course, and as the Germans 
withdrew they gassed the town and 
the helpless civilians, very few of 
whom had masks. In leaving a tewn 
the German troops were extremely 
brutal toward children. 

“They seemed te find pleasure in 
cutting off ears or an arm of boys 
and gins. Frequently, they tied chil- 
dren or old men to explosive con- 
trivances in the cellars of private 
homes. When the Americans and 
French entered the places and sought 
to relieve the bound and helpless they 
automaticaly set off the bombs, fre 
quently at the cost of many lives. 

Private Andrew L. Johnson ef San 
Diego was wounded in the right leg 
by shrapnel in Flanders and Private 
Santiago Lopez of Sacramente was 
hit in both legs by high expioceive 
bullets. Private Edward Schutt of 
Los Angeles was hit by shrapnel in 
seven places in the Argonne battle, 
but Private George Vann, 188 Bu- 
channan street, fared worse im the 
same fight. Going over the top for 
the third time, he walked imto a 
machine gun barrage and was weund- 
ed in the right leg, right arm, and: 
left shoulder and the face. 


AMERICAN DEAD 10 
BE BROUGHT HOME 


Washington.— American soldiers who) 
lost their lives in France will either 
be buried in one great American 
cemetery there or in this country in. 
the national cemeteries. These sol- 
diers whose relatives prefer that their 
bodies remain in the land ia which 
they fell will be buried in a new 
Amerftan cemetery in France. Phe 
Gevernment is now negotiating with 
the French Government for a guftable 
site for the American cemetery, it 
has been learned. 

It is expected that France, out of 
gratitude to the United States, will 
donate the land. 

All the American dead whose rela- 
tives prefer that they be buried ta 
this country will be removea from 
France to the United States as soon 
as possible after the peace treaty is 
signed. They will be interred in 
the national cemeteries, according to 
Present plans, but it is not fmprob- 
able that Congress will provide a new 
cemetery for the dead heroes. 


San Jose.—Roy J. Glendenning, one 


of the best-known young attorneys in " 


San Jose, died January 8 at his home 
in Santa Clara of pneumonia. Gien- 
denning was ill but three days. Re 
cently he recovered from an epere- 
tion, which he had hoped, before the 
signing of the armistice, would. make 
him physically eligible to jot the 
United States Army. Glendenning 
was 34 years old.

Alaska College Will Train 
Its Graduates to Develop 
Agriculture and Mining 


The new Alaska Agricultural college 
and School of Mines under construc- 
tion at Fairbanks, Alaska, about 100 
miles from the arctic circle, will train 
its graduates to help develop Alaska 
along its two main lnes—augriculture 
and mining. Authorities assert this 
northern soil holds big things in both 
food and metals. 

Both United States government and 
Alaska territorial funds are being used 
by the college. Congress, in 1915, des- 
ignated a site for the school and set 
aside agricultural and mining lands in 
the Tanama vatley for the support of 
the Institution. Legislature voted $60,- 
000 for the construction and purchase 
of equipment. An annual congression- 
al appropriation of $50,000 1s expected 
to help maintain the school. 

The Fairbanks United States gov- 
ernment agricutural station, now lo- 
cated on the college site, will become 
part of the new institution and will 
continue to draw its revenue or sup- 
port from the federal government. 

The site is high on a hill overlook- 
ing the city of Fairbanks, the Tanana 
river and the railroad the United 
States government is building between 
Seward and Fairbanks.

We lead in agriculture and jwhile we in California have not the 
volume of business in manyfattires, as some individual states in the 
Union enjoy, we are now working to capacity in every industry and 
approaching augmentation even beyond our own fondest hopes of a 
few years ago. 


We can turn out more efficient workmen than any other state inso- 
far as our. climate is better and makes for efficiency, because of its 
uniformity. We have neither the extreme heat with demands for ice 
nor the extreme cold with pressing demands for fuel or inertia as 
an alternative if we suffer a coal famine. California farmers are the 
most fortunate persons in the world and so is the California man- 
ufacturer. 


In cotton, for instance, we are beginning to make the cotton trade 
of the world sit up and take notice and our possibilities for silk are 
also wonderful. California cotton is used only in the manufacture of 
California cotton goods and when I state that the output of cloth, 
yarn, thread, canvas and other kindred articles are contracted for 
two years ahead and that we shall use in the California Cotton Mills 
alone $15,000,000 worth of raw cotton this year as compared with 
$14,000 in 1909, some idea of the volume of this industry may be gained 
and its appeal both to the cotton raiser and the manufacturer will no 
doubt be far-reaching and effective. 
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
